REP: STATE MEMCON SUNY PROJECTS JULY 26. 

1. FYI: PROFESSOR URBANSKY CALLED ON BAZHANOV, CHIEF OF 
FOREIGN SECTION OF MHE, TO DISCUSS SUNY APROPOSALS FOR 
EXCHANGES. ACCORDING TO URBANKSY, BAZHANOV WELL PREPARED 
FOR MEETING BUT INTERESTED IN DISCUSSING ONLY EXCHANGES OF 
UNDERGRADUATE LANGUAGE STUDENTS BETWEEN MHE AND SUNY. 
AGREEMENT IN PRINCIPLE REACHED THAT BEGINNING SEPTEMBER '74 
EACH SIDE WOULD EXCHANGE TEN STUDENTS FOR SEMESTER-LONG 
PROGRAM. US STUDENTS WILL STUDY IN LENINGRAD. URBANSKY 
DISAPPOINTED THAT MHE NOT WILLING TO DISCUSS EXCHANGE OF 
STUDENTS IN OTHER DISCIPLINES BUT HOPEFUL THAT AFTER 
PROGRAM STARTS ISSUE CAN BE RENEGOTIATED. BAZHANOV STATED 
THAT PROGRAM SHOULD COME UNDER AUSPICES OF CULTURAL AND 
EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGE AGREEMENT. 

2. BAZHANOV APPARENTLY ALSO WILLING TO CONSIDER SENDING 
SOVIET TEACHERS OF RUSSIAN TO SUNY TO LECTURE BUT INSISTED 
THAT THEY BE PAID SALARY OF FULL-TIME TEACHERS. SINCE 
SUNY UNDERGOING BUDGET CUTS AND LOSING TEACHER POSITIONS, 
URBANSKY WAS DOUBTFUL THAT SUNY WOULD RECEIVE SOVIET 
TEACHERS UNDER THOSE CONDITIONS. END PYI. 
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
